On 30 Aupust 1950, the Kolunkovac ssction of the pro-Cominforn eae 
Communist Party of Trieste held a ful. assembly o% which Bruno Grassi, 
delerate of the Vidali Party Central Comuittes, made a speech in pest ye 


‘sith dtreetives handed down by the fxvecutive Committee of the Central 


Comittee. In substance, his sveach stressed the following points: 


a. The events in Korea have hed oa favorable effect on Party members 
because they have realized that it is not important to follow the 
wilitary develojynent of the e-nflict but rather the political aspect 
and ty plications. 


Bb The waticns thet make up the "direrialist" sams ere at odds with one 

mother ard the Party must mike the most of this soportunity. The 
(nited States vould Jike to unite all the forees ovposins Gommanisn 
and invite them to join the atraccle apninst Communism, but this is 
proving to be a difficenlt tesk. To put this project into effeet, the 
United States will have to start a wer, 


3, There is alse 2 diverrence of oninion amone the “imperialists” as to 
whether or vot the atom bomb shantd he used, inasmuch as all countries 
are not in favor of this solution, There alse some dissidence on 
the Schuman Pian and other matters, 


ay United States officials are intent on elimincting al] thease differences 
because the connirr is seriously preparing for war and the existent 
frietion will prove detrimental to this foal, They would like te declare 
che Communist Party iliepal, as was done in Japan. Preparations are 
tow under way to dismember the umions in Canada, Australia, Africa 
end Greece, The vorkine asses, under the guidance of the Soviet Union, 
are aveitin~ the strug cle. 


e. It is Tite's intention to arrest and kill all the “healthy elements" jn 
Yugoslavia so as to remain in power, The assistant British Minister of 
Foreiopn Affairs, Davies, is apendinrg considerable time in Belgrade to 
settle some of the differencas between Nome and Relprade. The dirpest 
question is the Free Territory of Trieste. Ttalian Prime Minister 
Alcide De Gasperi has been instructed not to do anything that would 
antagonize the Yuroslav regime, Tito would like tc have a Yurosiav 
control commission assipned to Trieste once the Territory is divided.
